THE AURA 
Dr. J. W. Wigelsworth 

What of the human aura? 

Is there any evidence in medical 
science that there is any such thing? 

A few years ago lunacy would 
have been attributed to the physical 
scientist who tried to show that 
there was. 

Now however, a few scientists 
have done some work which seems 
to give some credence to the aura 

theory. Science in the past few 
years has added information which 
points to the great probability of its 
presence. 

With the discovery of radium and 
its intense radio-activity researchers 
got an impulse to investigate other 
materials for their radio-activity 
with the result that it seems to be 
generally accepted that all matter 
possesses this quality in a greater or 
lesser degree.
